Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: With regard to the 103 rejection, the examiner suggested arguing 
against a reasonable expectation of success, particularly the reference of Better. With regard to the 112, first 
paragraph rejection for written description, applicants argued that C. crescentus S-layer protein is known in the art and 
part (a) of claim 1 does not encompass species that are widely variant. The examiner disagreed, stating that part (a) of 
claim 1 encompasses any component having, i.e., comprising, a fragment of an S-layer protein that includes a 
secretion signal. The examiner emphasized that the genus of components encompassed by part (a) includes proteins 
that only require an S-layer secretion signal, inlcudng proteins having any function . 
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
